installing batteries 


Your mat requires three AAA batteries (not 
supplied) for power. You can use alkaline, 
(rechargeable) Ni-Cd or Ni-MH batteries. 


1. Use a screwdriver to 
loosen the screws _ 
from the battery 
compartment cover. 

2. Remove the cover — 
and insert three AAA 
batteries. 

3. Replace the cover.
